Once more we have reached the

FANWOOD 


In the year 1893, General Francis 
Greene became a member of the 
Institution and was elected to the 
Board of Directors. 

Being an army man, naturally 
he was interested in anilitary training, 
and one day suggested to Principrd 
Currier that the'■boys be put ill uni¬ 
form. The principal thought it was a 
very good idea and./replied that he 
would go further and have them taught 
military tactics. The General con¬ 
sidered such a thing impossible. 

Having satisfied himself of its many 
advantages, Principal Currier, with his 
characteristic enthusiasm and vigor, 
instituted what was then an innova¬ 
tion, and Fanwood became the first 
military school for the deaf in the 
world. 

Of course, the change was not 
accomplished overnight. Some one with 
military training was needed to make 
the beginning at it, and it so happened 
that Mr. William H. Van Tassell, then 
accountant and head supervisor of the 
boys, was a member of the Twenty- 
Second Regiment, N. G. N. Y. Two 
squads, of the boys were picked and 
given their first instruction in military 
tactics. This first group later became 
the cadet officers, and formed the 
nucleus of the Protean Society. When 
they had become sufficiently proficient, 
Mr. Van Tassell formed a second 
group, and under his guidance they 
were taught by the first group. One 
of the youngsters in the second group 
was William A. Renner, now our print¬ 
ing instructor. 

Meanwhile the boys had been 
measured for uniforms, and along in 
April the first company was formed. 
The boys presented a striking appear 
ance in their natty gray soldier suits, 
in marked contrast to the nondescript 
assortment of styles and shades of 
civilian attire then in vogue. Sub¬ 
consciously shoulders were braced, 
chins held up. and slouchy gaits began 
to be eliminated. 

The company quickly learned to 
execute the military evolutions with a 
snap and precision—a verve born of 
the joy of accomplishment. Two other 
companies were made up, cadet officers 
chosen to be captains, sergeants and 
corporals, and the battalion came into 
being. Two years after the inception 
of military training, General Greene 
officiated at the first review. 

In 1901 the cadets received guns, 
and-odickly mastered the manual of 
is: The cadets started to so excel 


in their marching formations, that 
military authorities began to take 
notice and sent a series of invi 
tations to participate in dress parades 
at armories and other military affairs. 
The first invitation was for an 
exhibition at the Military Tournament 
at Madison Square Graden in 1903, 
where the cadets “brought down the 
house." Thereafter they gave regular 
yearly exhibitions, and in 1904 were 
presented with a flag, by authority of 
the Military Tournament Committee. 

Other exhibitions were given at thd 
12th Regiment, 71st Regiment, and 
22d Regiment Armories in competf 
tion with hearing schools, and many 
trophies were won. Our boys became 
so superior and began to win so often 
that the other high school boys 
refused to compete. 

Military training, having demon 
strated its worth, became a fixed part 
of the school system at Fanwood 
Besides helping greatly to maintain 
discipline, a sense of responsibility and 
pride inspired the boys to greater indi¬ 
vidual effort. A measure of its suc¬ 
cess can be judged from the fact that 
the leading schools for the deaf in the 
United States adopted the idea and 
appointed Fanwood graduates on their 
staff as military instructors. 

All of which was eminently satisfac¬ 
tory to General Francis Moore Greene, 
who by this time had become President
